No one has celebrated the 
small deaths in the cockpits as 
Mr. Ernest Hemingway so ad- 
mirably did for the larger deaths 
in the bull rings. But while sit- 
ting through a sweltering after- 
noon of them, it occurred to me 
that, down on the sawdust-covered 
pit, gamecock was fighting game- 
cock and that the weapons were 
equal, even if the hearts and the 
luck not always were. 


The Indian jungle fowl is ac- 
cepted as the one from which all 
domesticated ones have descend- 
ed. The fighting cock of today 
is still that jungle fowl, or the 
most aggressive crosses of him. 


Ancient Sport 


It is a most ancient sport, or 
barbarism, depending on the point 
of view. It originated in China 
and soon spread to Persia and 
India. It was introduced into 
Greece in the time of Themisto- 
cles. That worthy, on the way to 
do battle with a Persian force, 
passed by two cocks fighting. 
He was so taken with their cour- 
age and obstinacy that he had 
his troops look on and admon- 
ished them on the virtues dis- 
played. The Greeks won the 
battle. They thereafter celebrated 
the anniversary of it with cock- 
fights. They became a national 
pastime. From Athens it spread 
to Asia Minor and Sicily. 


The Romans at first sneered 
at cockfights as “that Greek di- 
version.”’ But they soon embraced 
it and it produced such a device 
of gambling that Plato and others 
spoke against it: 


Romans took it to Britain be 
fore the time of Caesar. The low 
countries, Italy, Germany, and 
Spain and her colonies, all adopt- 
ed the diversion with tumultuous 
enthusiasm. The American col- 
onies took to it in all areas save 
New England, but »by the early 
1840s, they generally had out- 
lawed it. Today it is an under- 
ground sport, or gambling game, 
in some Southern rural com- 
munities. But the Latin tem- 
perament, particularly that of the 
villages, maintains it at full 
flower. 


The old rituals remain. 


Old Ritual 

Before the fight I watched the 
handlers in their small screened 
cubicles carefully tape the needle- 
sharp gaffs on the spurs of each 
cock, sealing them tight with 
heated wax. The cocks are plucked 
clean of leg and part of the 
breast. The tails are shortened. 
The wings are trimmed at a 
slope.

The legs 
and comb are stained with iodine. 


At last prepared, the birds 
are brought to the pit in sacks. 
They must make an agreed-upon 
weight, usually around 3% pounds.

GENEVA (‘(AP)The Soviet Un- 
ion swiftly plumged the renewed 
Geneva conference into crisis 
Monday by demanding that East 
German represéntatives sit in on 
secret sessions. The West rejected 
the Soviet bid. 


It was a day of speechmaking, 
the longest day of the conference, 
and all was going smoothly with 
both East and West saying there 
was now a basis of agreement in- 
volving a lengthy freeze of the 
Berlin crisis. But Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko put a 
period to that. 


U.S. Secretary of State Chris- 
tian A. Herter, in the chair as 
the conference resumed after a 
three-week recess, had suggested 
the Big Four foreign ministers 
hold a secret session Tuesday. No, 
said Gromyko. 


“The Soviet delegation could 
not show a positive attitude to 
such a suggestion if it means that 
some of the participants of the 
conference are to be excluded 
from discussion,’’ he said. 


Herter replied that up to now 
the secret sessions had been con- 
fined to participants in the con- 
Merence and that the East and 
West Germans were here as ad- 
visers, not participants.

WASHINGTON—The friends of 
Sen. Humphrey (Minn) will make 
it official Tuesday: He’s off and 
running for the 1960 Democratic 
presidential nomination. 


Sen. McCarthy (D-Minn) and 
Democratic Gov. Orville L. Free- 
man of Minnesota, will make the 
announcement at a_telephone- 
linked press conference Tuesday. 
But Monday Sen. McCarthy broke 
his own release-time to disclose 
what everyone in Washington has 
been sure of for months: his 
senior colleague is going all-out 
to win if he can. 


The McCarthy-Freeman press 
conference—with the governor in 
Minnesota and the Senator in his 
office here linked on a conference 
call to answer reporters’ ques- 
tions—will itself serve to em- 
phasize Sen.

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President Asserts 
Firmer Leadership 


President Eisenhower’s new assertions 
of leadership and responsibility, especial- 
ly his use of the veto power to curb 
Congress’ tendency to vote extra spending 
without providing the revenues, is being 
met with approval even by those who 
may disagree with his policies. 

Contrary to predictions, the President 
insists upon not being a “lame duck” and 
is winning more battles than he is losing 
with the Democratic Congress. With the 
big money bills still to be passed, chances 
are that the final appropriations will be 
very close to what Eisenhower recom- 
mended. 


Coming up this week is the all-impor- 
tant defense appropriations bill. The 
House cut his request by some 400 million 
dollars. The Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee added 746 million, about 346 mil- 
lion more than the President requested. 


The Senate, of course, leans toward 
shifting military policy with greater em- 
phasis and added appropriations for beef- 
ing up our missiles program and our 
ability to fight limited wars. But here 
again the President’s powerful hand on 
spending policies apparently is winning 
out. 

Meanwhile, Congress is under heavy 
pressure to come up with a housing bill in 
line with the original Eisenhower pro- 
posals in lieu of the measure he vetoed. 
With a great deal of appropriated funds 
not yet used or committed, the President 
wants new authorizations and commit- 
ments held down for now. 

Eisenhower’s conservative spending 
line has not been hurt by the moderate 
Democratic leadership in Congress—the 
Texas “twins,” Sen. Lyndon Johnson and 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn. They are 
well aware of the public’s concern about 
inflation and have refused in the main to 
buy big spending proposals. 

With Sherman Adams gone and with 
John Foster Dulles deceased, President 
Eisenhower has been called on for greater 
personal leadership in all fields. This is 
earning him renewed respect and public 
approval 
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Jet Crew Was Faced 
With an Added Hazard 


Safe landing Saturday night at Idle- 
wild Airport, New York City, of a jet- 
liner with landing gear trouble was a 
great tribute to the cool competence of 
the captain and others of the crew 
aboard.

Had the plane not been landed skill- 
fully by hands and heads that refused 
to panic, hundreds of persons in the crowd 
could easily have been added to casualties 
on the plane. 

The number is legion, of men, women 
and children who have died because they 
were some place they had no business to 
be because curiosity and herd instinct 
carried them there. 

So the greater credit to the-crew for 
averting tragedy. 

And now one question which we can’t 
crowd out—how is it that a new and mod- 
ern aircraft could lose two wheels on 
take-off?

The medicine purchased 
with Bobby’s money is in a separate con- 
tainer—shoebox size. The medicine, 


- 9,000 pounds of it, will arrive at Liber- 
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ville, French Equatorial Africa, on Fri- 
day. They will then go by truck to Lam- 
barene and the hospital. 

This is a fine story by what obvi- 
ously is a fine American boy. We salute 
him and his father and the general. They 
all make good reading.

State Hospital Shames 
Merit Intensified Effort 


Hope for improvements at the 
Milledgeville State Hospital grows 
brighter with each passing week. 

Gov. and Mrs. Vandiver’s first-hand 
look into the revolting conditions there 
and their reactions to the horrors they 
saw has intensified expectations of a new 
era in mental health in Georgia. 

The forthcoming visit of members of 

‘the House and Senate to the institution 
also should serve a useful purpose. It is 
difficult to imagine how any citizen, 
once he sees for himself the shocking in- 
adequacies inside the hospital, can fail 
to be imbued with determination to do 
all within his power to effect changes. 

There were many encouraging devel- 

~ opments in the wake of Gov. Vandiver’s 
tour. One of the most important of such 
was his announcement that he will rec- 
ommend the establishment of a psychi- 
atric training program.

Meanwhile, there remains a large 
number of improvements that need to be 
made immediately at the state hospital. 

Conditions revealed during the inspec- 
tion should be a matter of shame to 
every Georgian. How can any citizen of 
this state live with his conscience until 
the miserable conditions are corrected?

Geneva Talks Resumed 
With Routine the Same 


Geneva got off to a routine start. 

Andrei Gromyko threw it into a tail- 
spin by demanding that the German ad- 
visers, East and West, who have been 
sitting in on the open session also be ad- 
mitted to the secret ones. 

This unexpected maneuver tossed onto 
the table without notice halted plans for 
a secret meeting. 

So here we go again. The Russians 
hold the key cards because Berlin is en- 
tirely within Communist-held territory 
and the travel routes are within their 
control. 

But the United States has said it will 
fight, if necessary, to keep them open. 
The atomic bomber groups once based in 
France are being removed to Germany 
and England. They will be closer to the 
testing grounds if it comes to that. 

The optimistic observers believe that 
Gromyko wants the Germans. present so 
they can hear all details of the agreement 
the Soviets may make—to permit the 
status quo until 1961.

Prolonged Steel Strike 
Would Be Calamitous 


Apparently there will be a steel strike. 
This will be a calamity. 


It will reach into every pocketbook 
in the nation. It will increase the price of 
bread, clothes, “things.” 


It also will do lasting damage to the 
competitive free enterprise system. This 
is inescapable because as inflation grow- 
ing out of the strike worsens, the people 
will demand federal controls. Such action 
may become a necessity. Once imposed 
they are not likely to be removed for a 
long, long time and will, of course, spread 
to other fields in the economy. 

We frankly admit to inability to make 
a sound comment on the situation as it 
now stands. As best as we can determine, 
big steel insists on an extension of the 
present contract.

Feather- 
bedding shows up in several industries 
and cannot be justified. It is a waste of 
manpower and of money.

lots of vetoes and lots of issues. 

Sen. Johnson dismisses Chair- 
man Butler’s advice to the Dem- 
ocratic Party as about as useful 
as Republican Chairman Thrus- 
ton Morton’s — and about as 
friendly. 

The Democratic Advisory Coun- 
cil, which is made up of big- 
name -noncongressional D em o- 
crats like Truman, Adlai Steven- 
son, Averell Harriman, etc., used 
to devote itself to criticizing the 
Eisenhower administration but is 
now criticizing the Democratic 
leadership of Congress.

Look at America? 


NEW YORK—The Soviet exhibition in New 
York and the American exhibition in Moscow

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300 A-Ships Seen 
'As No Peril to Sea

WASHINGTON—A special committee of the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences reported Monday that a fleet 


of 300 nuclear-powered ships could safely dispose of low- 
level radioactive wastes in the oceans “without undue | 


hazard to human health.” 


The committee said, however, | 
that extreme care must be exer- 
cised in the dumping of radioac- 
tive wastes in coastal waters and 
harbors to prevent dangerous con- 
tamination of beaches and fisher- 
ies. It proposed a series of safe- | 
ty procedures, including an inter- | 
national monitoring program, to 
control the disposal of radioactive 
materials by nuclear ships. 


The report was made by the 
National Academy’s committee on 
oceanography,. which in June, 
1958, was asked by the Atomic 
Energy Commission to consider | 
the problem of disposing of ra- 
dioactive wastes from nuclear- | 
powered ships. A special working | 
group of the committee, under the 
direction of Dr. Pritchard of 
Johns Hopkins University, was 
established to carry out the study. 


The report, which contained 
some of the first specific safety 
guides for operation of nuclear- 
powered ships, had a particular 
timeliness. The USS Long Beach, 
the first nuclear-powered naval 


surface ship, will be launched 
Tuesday at Quincy, Mass. A week 
later, the NS Savannah, the 
world’s first nucl]ear-powered 
merchant ship, will be christened 
at Camden, N.,J., 
| hower. 


The Soviet Union already has 


launched an atomic-powered ice- 
breaker, the Lenin, and six nu- 
clear submarines are being oper- 
ated by the United States with 27 
more under construction or au- 
thorized.

“T think before the good-be- 
havior certificate can do much 
good we've got to pay prisoners 
a little, so they'll have something 
saved up to get started,” For- 
rester explained. 


In other business, the board 
approved Forrester’s placing the 
hard core in last week’s hunger- 
strike at Reidsville in solitary 
confinement. 


And it formally approved re- 
moving the statutory and extra 
good time accumulated by the 
rebellious prisoners. 


FROM SCRATCH 


The prisoners will have to start 
from scratch in earning time off, 
Forrester said. 


At one point last week, some 
1,000 white male prisoners were 
refusing to eat in an effort to 
dramatize a list of complaints, 
most of-them dealing with meals. 


After two days, Warden R. P.

NEW YORK—Fashion can be as soft as a moth- 
er’s heart or as sharp as a colonel’s reprimand.

Just What Is 
Acid Stomach? 


When we say we have an acid 
stomach, that is the way nature 
intended it to be. It is only when 
acid is secreted too abundantly 
that we are conscious of it. “Food 
that challenges the mechanics 
and chemistry of the stomach 


often excites # to excessive se- 
cretion of hydrochloric acid. Then, 
if vomiting occurs, the familiar 
unpleasant symptom of heartburn 
may occur because some of this 
acid may be brought back into 
the gullet and there cause a burn- 
ing sensation. 


You may wonder how the 
“heart” of the word “heartburn” 
gets into this problem. It is for 
the same reason that we call the 
uppermost part of the stomach 
by the Greek derivate cardia 
(Kardia — meaning heart). That 
part of the stomach is nearest 
to the heart and this acid sensa- 
tion, or burn, is also felt in an 
area near the heart. It has, of 
course, no relation whatever to 
the heart or heart action. 


Now there is another condition 
which people often call “heart- 
burn” and think Kk is due to too 
much acid In the stomach. There 
is discomfort In that same area 
just as there is In hyperchlorhy- 
dria in which there is too much 
hydrochloric acid. This is a con- 
dition known as achlorhydria, the 
prefix ‘‘a” being the Greek mean- 
ing none. : 


This condition of having no or 
very low secretion of hydrochloric 
acid may cause no symptoms at 
all, the digestive tract doing one 
of its compensatory chores and 
digesting it without this usually 
powerful acid. It is often found 
in older people in whom there 
appears to be no digestive dis- 
turbance. It is also present in 
pernicious or primary anemia, the 
reason being not yet clearly de- 
fined. 


Many specialists im digestive 
diseases like to follow their pa- 
tients who have achlorhydria very 
carefully because this condition 
of having no acid is found fre- 
quently in cancer of the stomach. 
While we do not have adequate 
evidence that such a _ condition 
of achlorhydria always precedes 
‘cancer of the stomach, in our ef- 
fort to catch this dread disease 
as early as possible, we watch 
with special vigilance those stom- 
achs with this deficiency. 


To determine whether or not 
your stomach ig providing you 
with enough acid to carry on the 
stomach’s share of digestive work, 
there are two tests. One is done 
through the urine and tells wheth- 
er hydrochloric acid is present 
at all in your stomach, and the 
other is done by extracting with 
a stomach tube the contents of 
a test meal after a certain period 
of time. This test determines how 
much acid has been secreted and 
is valuable for that reason.

North had something of a prob- 
lem on his first rebid. The hand 
was somewhat too robust for a 
mere single raise of partner's 
spade response, so he inhaled 
deeply and bid two diamonds 
hoping to get another chance. 
This anxious moment might 
have been avoided had he chosen 
to open with the more logical 
call of one no trump. 


When South made a jump re- 
bid, North had an easy raise to 
four. South’s bid of four no 
trump’ appears to have been part 
of some empty ritual, for it 
served no useful purpose. South’s 
club holding rendered the use of 
Blackwood an idle gesture for 
North’s response would not clear 
up matters at all. If North shows 
only one ace there will still be a 
slam if he has a singleton club or 
the king-queen. South’s club hold- 
ing bars him from eontracting 
for slam himself. 


Over four spades South should 
have probed with a bid of five 
diamonds.

Shelf Can Harbor Death 
i Behind Innocent Label 


You may not know it, but you've got bottles and cans of.deadly 
poison sitting around your house. Some are in the kitchen, some 
are in that hall closet where you keep your cleaning materials, 
and some are in the bathroom. 


What makes poisons so dangerous is that they do not carry 
the traditional skull-and-crosshbones insignia like you see on a 
bottle of iodine. They bear the innocent labels of insecticides, 
cleaning agents, polishing and bleaching compounds, paints and 
solvents, and the like. 


Georgia, along with many other states, has done something 
about minimizing the danger of these poisons. They have set up 
poison control centers at Albany, Atlanta, Augusta, Columbus, 
Savannah, Waycross and Valdosta. At these centers a record is 
kept of the ingredients used in all sorts of household products— 
and their antidotes. No doctor could keep all of these things in 
his mind. 


Of course, any hospital is the place to take someone who has 
taken poison. The control centers are there to furnish informa- 
tion to the doctors who are doing the treating. 


In 1957 there were 60 poison deaths in Georgia alone. The 
Georgia Department of Public Health estimates that there were 
some 45,000 injuries due te toxic substances. It is no small prob- 
lem. 


Children, of course, are the ones usually affected by acci- 
dentally taking poison. Sixty-five per cent of all poisonings involve 
children. The National Clearinghouse for Poison Control Centers re- 
cently completed an analysis of 4,000 cases of accidental poison- 
ings. Children under five years of age were involved in 8 per 
cent of the cases stuaied. 


The Center found three principal danger indicators: The prod- 
ucts taken by the children were in old bottles or food cans in- 
stead of their original containers; they were not in their usual 
storage place; the storage place was not locked and was in reach 
of the child.

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State Fails to Penalize 


Board for Packing Bus 


The State Board of Education Monday “accepted” 
a report from the Paulding County board on a school 


bus crash in which several stu- 
dents were injured, but failed to 
follow through with a penalty 
against the board for overload- 
ing the bus. 


The state board had ordered 
the Paulding board and its super- 
intendent, W. C. Abney, to show 
cause why it shouldn’t be penal- 
ized for permitting the overload- 
ing of the bus in violation of state 
board regulations. 


Board member Henry Stewart 
of Cedartown cast the only “‘no” 
vote on a motion to accept the 
report and hold it pending com- 
pletion of statewide study aimed 
at a possible reorganization of 
school transportation systems. 


STEWART EXPLAINS 


Stewart said he was more in- 
terested in helping the Paulding 
board overcome its transportation 
problems than in punishing it. 
But he said he thought the county 
authorities should be “enjoined 
from violating’ the regulations 
on overloading in the future. 


Chairman James S. Peters of 
Manchester said all county boards 
are already prohibited from over- 
loading by the regulations and 
that the state board has no power 
to enjoin a county board. He 
ruled Stewart’s motion out of or- 
der. 


Spokesmen for the Paulding 
board admitted overloading their 
busses but they said financial 
considerations make it mandatory. 


Peters told the Paulding delega- 
tion he wanted to serve notice to 
all school boards throughout the 
state they would be personally li- 
able in court when they ‘“‘know- 
ingly” permit the overloading of 
buses. 

He said if he were a county 
school superintendent he would 
“keep buses running back and 
forth all day long over the same 
routes” rather than permit over- 
loading. 

PLEADS FOR EDUCATION 

Meanwhile, board member 
Francis Shurling of Wrightsville 
told his fellow members Georgia’s 
schoolchildren should not be for- 


bidden to learn about all forms of 
government. 


He said textbooks should “‘let- 
the children know what it means 
to be free and to be an individual.” 


Shurling made his remarks 
after the board had received a 
report from Harry Brown, co- 
ordinator of the Georgia Textbook 
Collection Committee, asking for 
the adoption of a new list of school 
books. The list was accepted by 
the board. 


All Colleges 
In State Held 
Falling Short 


Every one of Georgia’s colleges 
and universities ‘“‘just plain falls 
short’”’ when compared with the 
nation’s best, Dr. Judson C. 
Ward, vice president and dean of 
faculties of Emory University, 
told the Atlanta Rotary Club Mon- 
day. 

Dr. Ward said he wasn’t criti- 
cizing any of the institutions but 


the fact is they need more finan- 
cial support. 


And he called for business and 
political leaders to conduct a 
“crusade” to increase the sup- 
port of all public and private in- 
stitutions of higher education. 


“The concern of education is not 
enough,”” he said. 


STATES RIGHTS 


Dr. Ward noted a great deal of 
talk about states rights in recent 
years. He said the best way to 
keep the federal government from 
stepping into higher education is 
for states to step up their aid to 
these institutions. 


All colleges, he said, “‘are run- 
ning just as fast as they can 
just to stand still.” Even the 
wealthiest, such as Harvard. 


Dr. Ward reported that only a 7

After whaling Bob Turley, bowever, the Bosox surprised by ex- 
tending their winning streak te two straight. In wrapping up the 
second success, they showed starter Whitey Ford no more respect 
than National League batters had in the All-Star game. Twenty-two 
runs in two games indicated that Yankee pitching was on the blink. 
Any existing doubt evaporated last Saturday when Don Buddin, of 
all people, exploded a grand-slam homer off Turley, who was doing 
bull penance. Needless to add, it was the first and most likely the 
last grand slam of the Buddin career. 


New manager Billy Jurges had inoculated the Bosox with a 
victory serum, and the Bosox made it four straight before 29,624 
cash customers and TV cameras Sunday. In that game Jackie Jensen 
drove in four runs, and fireman Bill Monbouquette struck out 
Mickey Mantle with the bases loaded to extinguish a seventh-inning 
blaze. 


Mantle got another swing in the ninth with one on and the 
Yanks trailing, 7-3, and went out attempting a drag bunt, which 
was what the club needed least from the power hitter. But the 
Bosox saved the best, or worst, until last. They completed their 
first five-game sweep from the Yankees in two decades by 
raising a humiliating 13-3 lump on New York noggins Monday 
afternoon. 


Perplexed Professor Stengel hadn’t seen anything like it in 
Boston since he was managing the Braves there. Throughout the 
entire Series, the Yankees acted more like Kansas City than New 
York. 

Climax occurred in the sixth inning when the run-hungry Bosox 
scored nine runs. Sammy White buzzed across with one run while 
first baseman Elston Howard held the ball and debated a decision 
with Umpire Nestor Chylak. White, on second when Buddin out- 
legged third baseman Hector Lopez’ peg, came all the way home on 
the wrangle.

The official scorer, as stunned as the Yankees, at first awarded 
Buddin with an RBI. But League Pres. Joe Cronin, attending the 
contest, opposed this decision.

Even more shocking than the Yankees losing five straight was 
the Bosox winning five straight. Jubilant Bosox fans, attempting to 
get to Fenway, created a traffic jam which measured more than 
three miles. 


Expecting to use the Boston series as a springboard into first 
place, the Yankees returned home to engage league-leading Cleve- 
land, bruised, battered and seven and one-half games off the pace 
with 70 games remaining on the schedule. 


A chorus of “What’s wrong with the Yankees?’ echoed 
throughout the land. It’s always difficult to say what’s wrong 
with the Yankees. But Joe DiMaggio, who deposited nine win- 
ning series checks as a Yankee, may have summed it up here 
last week. “They haven’t been getting hitting and pitching. 
When they do, their defense folds,”” DiMag said. He also said 
that he still thought the Yankees would win the gonfalon, but 
there was no indication in Boston that DiMag will emerge a

prophet. 


After adding up the totals of the Boston massacre, in which the 
Yanks were outscored, 50 to 18, I was inclined to cast the blame 
on wayward pitching. I then noticed that only one of the 16 men 
Stengel employed Monday is hitting more than .300, so perhaps it’s 
a combination of no hitting and no pitching. ™ 


Regardless of how the Yankees fare from here on in, it will 
come as no surprise to the writer. I predicted last spring that it was 
once again the Yankees and seven other clubs in the A. L. Later I 
revised my opinion and decided that the Yanks would not finish in 
the first division, reversed my field once more and forecast an easy 
pennant down the stretch.

From the very beginning, the 
object of the “‘proposition’’ was 
hydroelectric power. It still is. 
But the subject now is recrea- 
tion. 

All along the half dozen lakes 
in the Tallulah-Tugalo chain— 
Burton, Seed, Rabun, Tallulah, 
Tugalo and Yonah—there’s fish- 
ing, boating, water skiing and 
swimming, the likes of which 
power company engineers never 
dreamed would exist. 


This great mountain lake 
playground is all packed into 
but 37% river miles, a distance 
slightly less than the length of 
Lake Lanier. 


From the time the cold 
waters of the Tallulah River 
come rushing out of the North 
Carolina hills into Lake Bur- 
ton, until they pass over the 
masonry dam forming Lake 
Yonah and on into the Tugalo 
River, 156,420 ‘kilowatts have 
been wrung out of them. 


In terms of harnessed energy, 
this is magnificent. 


But it is the treasures along 
the scenic route these waters 
take that is even more awe- 
some to the outdoorsman.

all facilities aboard for luxuri- 
ous living. Most are from the 
small boat or canoe owners, 
asking for tips on float trips in 
our back-of-beyond wilderness. 


Most woodsmeg I know prefer 
the small boat and little-known 
river for float-camping vaca- 
tions. Putting up a tent, unroll- 
ing sleeping bags, cooking over 
a campfire, and listening to the 
night woods come to life all 
around you, is a delightful part 
of the game. You are closer to 
all Creation on a small river, 
winding through the heart of 
the woods. Seldom do you see 
another boat, or even. another 
fisherman, and one has a feel- 
ing of isolation not found on a 
wide, commercial waterway. 


A person: must have certain 
qualifications before embarking 
on a river float trip. One, of 
course, is the ability to’ live 
safely and comfortably away 
from civilization. Important is 
familiarity with both the boat 


and the river he plans to travel. 


The boat you handle on an open 


lake is a different craft in the 
swift water of a stream. 


Boaters and fishefmen are 
drowned each year by being 
swept under overhanging limbs 
or against logs projecting into 
the river current. Any floater 
should know his stream well 
enough in advance of his trip, 
to be familiar with rapids, 
waterfalls and man-made dams. 
Usually people living in the vi- 
cinity of a stream can give you 
this dope, or it may be obtained 
from the state game depart- 
ment or other conservation 
agency. 


When you have this informa- 
tion, along with a liberal supply 
of respect for the dangers of 
moving water, when you have 
made arrangements for some- 
one to launch your boat at a 
certain bridge or landing and 
pick you up at the end of your 
trip, you are ready to load 
your .supplies and _ essential 
equipment. How much you can 
haul along depends on the size 
of’ your craft, the number in 
your party, and how long you 
plan to be away from stores 
and other places where you 
might buy grub and supplies. 

Perhaps I take too much 
equipment, but for a float trip 
longer than a couple of days, 
I get much more out of it if I 
set up a comfortable camp with 
a small tent, sleeping bag, air 
mattress, ‘a one-burner gas 
stove for a quick breakfast, and 
a camp light. Some of the float- 
ers I know take along the flash- 
light battery type of lamp, with 
extra batteries. I like the gas 
type lantern, for longer hours 


with a ‘brighter light. The cook- 


ing utensils may be kept to a 
minimum with frying pan, boil- 


v 


er, coffee pot and non-break- 
able cups, glasses and plates. 
A long-handled cooking fork is 
a convenient instrument to 
have. Unless the river you 
float is pure and drinkable, a 
water jug is a must. 


Over the years I have kept a 
list, so I won’t forget such es- 
sentials as rain gear, a tarp to 
cover my supplies in wet weath- 
er, camera, first aid kit, fish- 
ing tackle, extra clothing, ax, 
knife, compass and other such 
items. Grub may be packed to 
fit personal tastes, but include 
about one-third more than you 
think you'll need. Wilderness 
living builds healthy appetites. 


A book could be written for 
the small boat float-camper, 
but you'll never know exactly 
what you should haul along and 
what. you may leave at home, 
until you get a few such trips 
behind you. 


Whatever happens, you can 
bet it’ll be a vacation you will 
always remember.
